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Continuation of 13. Other: The proposed amendment to claims 1 , 8, 13 and 14 introduce new limitations related to the claimed invention 
including an enclosed unit, with the claimed segment bodies forming such unit. Proposed Claim 13 further introduces new limitations 
defining the newly presented enclosed unit as having a cylindrical shape, with each segment body being shape to complement adjacent 
segment bodies to formed the cylindrical shape of the enclosed unit. Proposed Claim 14 further introduces new limitations requiring each 
segment body as being place in direct contact with the adjacent segment body. 

The proposed amendment to claims 3 and 10 introduce new limitations requiring each claimed segmented body to include a hook for 
hanging such body.
